Lester Cooper of Texar- 


kana Given Five-Year 


Suspended Sentence 


TEXARKANA.—In the Texas side 


Dislrict Court at Boston Monday Les- 
ter Cooppr. 22, pleaded guilty to mur- 
der and was given a five-year sus- 
pended sentence. He was charged with 
killing Paul Hunter. 23, in a local un- 
dertaking establishment in April, l!)3ft. 
Both young men were employed by 
the establishment, roomed together, 
and were close friends. It was said 
that Cooper was drinking and that a 
fist fight between them, in which 
Cooper was worsted, preceded the 
slaynig. Cooper went to his room 
and. 
securing a gun. returned and 


opened fire on Hunter, who was em- 
balming a body. Hunter died in an 
ambulance en route to a hospital. 


In two previous trials, juries failed 


to agree. At trials Cooper pleaded 
tenjporary instantly resulting from use 
of alcoholics. Testimony also was of- 
fered showing there was an insanity 
strain in Cooper's family. 


Disposition of the case was agreed 


to by both stale and defense attor- 
neys, who are said to have acted upon 
the request of the dead man's mother 
and siotei-. who asked that leniency be 
shown. Cooper's previous life is said 
to have been exemplary.

Report- 
ed sales for the week at the ten mar- 
kets amounted to 17,560 bales, compar- 
ed with 16,892 the week before and

30, pal of Jack ("Legs") Diamond, 
gangster, shot to death shortly after 
noon Monday, was the victim, police 
said, of a Brooklyn beer war in which 
the name of Al Capone of Chicago has 
figured recently. 


His slaying was the sixth in seven 


weeks in Brooklyn and the Bronx by 
warring beer factions. 


Entratta was talking with Abner 


laub in the private office of a Brook- 
lyn bottling works when three men 
entered. ' 


Enratta said to be a sales manager 


for the bottling concern had driven up 
to the offices earlier in the afternoon 
in a car. A liveried chauffeur accom- 
panied him inside the building. 


Entratta was known to police as 


Charles Green. Immediately after the 
shooting, he was identified as the man 
who was tried and acquitted for a 
double murder in the Hotsy Totsy 
Club, Manhattan, in July, 1928. 


World Traveler Retires 
To Island on Little River 


Four Trips Around the World, Prospecting Adventures 


and Sheep Herding in South America Among the 


Many Experiences of James "Dad" Percy 


LEPANTO, Ark.-(/P)-A life of ad- 


venture all over the world has narrow- 
ed to a two-acre island in Little riv- 
er, near here, for James Percy, 80- 
year-old globe trotter. 


"Dad's meanderings over the globe 


included four trips around the world 
on tramp steamers and square riggers, 
digging for gold in Australia, herd- 
ing sheep iii the Argentine fighting 
under Custer and even scouting for 
whisky stills in South Carolina. 


But he is happy with his remi- 


niscences of a full life and rises with 
the dawn every morning and tends a 
garden, chickens and bees. He pre- 
pares his own meals and darns his 
clothing. No one lives on the little 
islnnd with him and he has not a liv- 
ing relative. 


Occasionally, he says, the solitude 


of his domain and the waters of Little 
river lapping against the shores of 
the island remind him of the 
days 


spent on the sea and he seems to smell 
the salty tang of far flung ports. 


When these moods come over him, 


he promptly sets out for town with 
eggs and honey to sell. 


"Dad" began his career in adven- 


ture at the age of 16 when he left his 
humu in Richmond, Maine, and en- 
liaud in the army 
ut 
Boston. He 


fought the Sioux Indians when the 
Great Northern Railway was being 
built and took part in the battle of 
Little Big Horn in 1873 under General 
Custer. 


After five years in the army he re- 


turned to Maine and shipped aboard 
a fore and aft trading schooner ply- 
ing along the coast. His first long 
Voyage was from Portland, Maine, to 
Buenos Airts where he left the ship 
and journeyed into the interior. 


He spent 10 months in the interior 


of South America going from place 
to place and doing odd jobs, but herd- 
ing sheep most of the time. 


his palled and he went to sea again. 
"Seems like I never could stick 


long in one place, "Dad" said, shak- 
ing his head, "just when 1 would 
get used to being a landlubber then 
would come the urge to join some 
trading schooner again." 


He was shipwrecked four times, but 


never injured during his voyages. 


One of the high spots of his career 


was spending $8,000, obtained by dig- 
ging gold, in Paris and leaving only 
when he had no more money. 


He came here in 1910 and built the 


house in which be lives. The island 
was berball.v deeded to him for a 
thousand years by Sam Mundy, now 
dcud.

control and restrain the film industry 
of Canada.

White, K. C., special commissioner, 
was made public by Gideon D. Rob- 
ertson, minister of labor. 


White reported'that the combine was 


"throttling" independent 
exhibitors 


by withholding films, preventing the 
erection and in some cases the opera- 
tion of independent theaters, and en- 
forcing improper contracts on exhibit- 
ors using films made or distributed by 
members of the combine. 


Famous Players Canadian Corpora- 


tion, Ltd., dominant in the Canadian 
film industry; the Paramount Publix 
Corporation, its American parent com- 
pany, 10 of its subsidiaries; 13 Ameri- 
can-owned distributing companies and 
the Motion Picture Distributors and 
Exhibitors of Canada, were named as 
principals of the combine. Paramount 
Publix Corporation was pictured as

"I finally learned how to drive, but 


it was a job. I rkan up on sidewalks 
and had to coax traffic policemen sev- 
era Itimes to keep out of jail.

scene of military and political confer- 
ences. Red Cross workers from the 
United States and various European 
countries allied with Rumania gath- 
ered in the king's temporary home 
and all the royal familiy took up work 
for the relief of sick and wounded sol- 
diers and refugees. 


Helps Mother's Pleas 


Princess Ileana was the constant 


companion of Queen Marie in those 
days. When the queen went to the 
Versailles Conference at Paris in 1919 


to plead for more liberal treatment 
for Rumania, she took Ileana with 
her, and the charming little brown- 
haired girl with deep violet eyes won 
the 
hearts 
of Clemenceau, Lloyd 


George, President Wilson.and Other 
leaders with whom Queen 
Marie 


pleaded for boundaries more desirable 
for her country. 


Princess Ileana Was educated by an 


English governess in Rumania and 
was in a girl's school in England for 
one year. English has always been 
the language which the Rumanian 
royal family spoke at home. Conse- 
quently Princess Ileana has not had 
extensive practice in German 
and 


speaks it with an accent which amuses 
her German relatives and will prob- 
ably be equally amusing to her Aus- 
trian husband.

A Texas born farm boy who whit- 


tled out models of airplanes in the 
days when flying was only something 
to read about in the newspapers, Post 
has kept his eyes oh his goal as un- 
erringly as herkept the "Winnie Mae" 
on the course plotted by Navigator 
Harold Gatty. 


It' Is easy to follow the trail of 


Wiley Post, but difficult to unravel i 
the Ingredients which make up his 
personality. 
Stocky, brown-eyed,' 


brown-haired and taciturn, Post has 
a heritage of several generations of 
Southwestern pioneers as well as an 
Indian strain in his blod. 


No Expert on Farm 


Farming never interested him much. 


His mother, Mrs. W. F. Post, recalls 
that even when he was a small, bare- 
footed, freckled face youngster, 
he 


had inordinate desire to tinker with 
things. He read adventure stories, 
showed a preference for mechanical 
toys, and only once developed suffi- 
cient enthusiasm for farming to indi- 
cate he could do it if he would. This 
was when his father gave him a 
small cotton patch. Wiley Post took 
:he utmost pains in the development 
of his crop and when )\,<i had pocekted 
the profits, he found he had enough to 
set out for a school to train automo- 
bile mechanics in Kansas City, Mo. 


The Wright Brothers' experiments 


during the first period of aviation de- 
velopment probably were responsible 
Eor Wiley's ambition to fly. He heard 
the story of their experiments and 
when he should have been hoeing in 
his father's fields he was more likely 
to be whittling out an "airplane" 
model. His last teacher, in a rural 
school at Burns. Okla., was Hugh 
Austin, now of Oklahoma City. Aus- 
tin recalls that once when he pre- 
vailed upon Wiley to improve his 
work in grammar, the boy remarked 
he wasn't much interested in that 
study as he wanted to be an aviator— 
an unusual ambition at that time.

In Van Zandt county, Texas, oh an 
isolated farm In the region where his 
parents were reared. While Wiley 
and Getty were demonstrating a pic- 
ture of "two young men in a hurry" 
around the world, Wiley's great- 
grandparents, Mr. and Mrs. T. M. 
Post, both 90 years old, were still 
back in Vnn Zandt county reading of 
his achievements. 


Wiley Liked Adventure 


"Wiley never took much Interest in 


school work," his mother says. "He 
was a good boy, but full of pranks. 
He always loved to read good stories. 
His father wouldn't let him read trash. 
He liked adventure stories best." 


The record shows Wiley was not a 


good student in Grammar school. He 
quit before he was 15 years old, but a 
few months after that he had acquir- 
ed the cotton patch from his father 
and was proving to the instructors in 
the mechanical school at Kansas City 
that he could, be a good student—if 
he was interested in the subject. 


There are co"untless stories about 


Wiley Post's life on his parents' farms 
in Texas and Oklahoma, but in view 
of the fame he has just gained in avi- 
ation few have much point or bearing 
on his career, It was after he had 
won his diploma from the automobile 
mecahnics' school in Kansas City that 
Wiley began to devote his time to en- 
gines and his thoughts to flying. He 
was the third youngest of six boys 
and one girl in the Post family and he 
was not hampered in his pursuits. 
His parents, who live two miles north 
of Maysville, Okla., where they raise 
truck and feed crops, believe in the 
doctrine of good sense and as long as 
their children didn't get into trouble 
they allowed theim a fairly free rein. 
Later Wiley's father did object to his 
parachute jumping and hid his 'chue 
one day,,but Wiley's friends say the 
tables were turned next time when 
Wiley carried the bulky 'chute down 
to the bank and desposited it so his 
father wouldn't find it. 


Wiley left the Kansas City automo- 


bile school and became, a. garage me- 
chanic, an oil field worker, and a 
machine shop laborer before he real- 
ized his ambition to fly- But once he 
got his chance he went for air travel 
with a vengeance and when he re- 
newed his transport license March 3, 
1931, he estimated he had more than 
3,100 hours flying time.

Four suits have been filed under 


the new law although it is before the 
state supreme court for review and 
an opinion will not be handed down 
before fall. 


Although no official opinion 
has 


been forthcoming as to whether the 
law is effective pending outcome of 
litigation, Chancellor W. R. Duffie 
has said he would grant divorces un- 
til some court held the law invalid.
